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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Cook  County, 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  of  the  county,  together  with  a  tabulated 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each  township. 
Two  years  ago  I  made  the  following  statements  in  my 
report  to  the  State  Superintendent  regarding  the  schools  of 
Cook  county  :  "  I  have  m'et  these  obstacles  in  arranging 
and  planning  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools  of  the 
county  :  1st,  Multitude  of  school  officers.  2d,  Small  dis- 
tricts unable  to  sustain  good  schools.  3d,  Miserable  cus- 
tom of  employing  '  summer  '  and  *  winter  '  teachers.  I 
believe  that  the  '  township  system  '  would  remove  all 
these  obstacles  to  the  advancement  and  growth  of  our 
public  school  interests."  The  custom  of  employing  'win- 
ter '  and  '  summer '  teachers  has  been  almost  entirely 
broken  up.  The  idea  has  prevailed  heretofore  that  a  man 
must  be  employed  during  the  winter,  who  would  be  able 
to  whip  the  large  boys  into  subjection,  if  necessary  ;  but 
experience  has  taught  the  people  that  the  constant  chang- 
ing of  teachers  has  resulted  in  the  complete  demoralization 
of  many  good  schools  ;  and  that  the  employment  4^  t/w 
year  of  a  thoughtful  lady  teacher,  who  has  fitted  herself  for 


her  work,  has  produced  the  most  gratifj'ing  results.  A 
large  per  cent,  of  the  teaclicrs  is  now  emplo\-ccl  by  the 
year. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  school  districts 
in  the  count)'.  There  are  three  directors  for  each 
district,  or  five  hundred  and  eighty-five  directors  in  the 
county.  There  are  thirty-two  whole  and  fractional  town- 
ships, each  having  three  trustees  and  one  treasurer,  or  one 
hundred  ixm\  tucnty-eight  township  officers,  making,  alto- 
eether,  sctrfi  liundrcd  a)id  thirteen  school  officers  in  the 
county. 

I  believe  that  the  school  interests  of  the  county  would  be 
advanced  by  adopting  the  township  organization  of  schools, 
making  each  township  a  school  district.  The  town  of  Bar- 
rington  (take  as  an  illustration,)  has  thirty-seven  school 
officers,  while  all  other  affairs  are  managed  by  six  town 
officers.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  schools  of  each  town- 
ship would  be  more  successfully  and  judiciously  managed 
by  a  Board  of  Education  of  six  members. 

The  new  school  law,  which  went  into  effect  on  July  ist, 
1872,  made  some  important  changes.  Hereafter  school 
moneys  will  be  distributed  to  counties,  towns  and  districts 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  persons  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age.  This  plan  of  apportionment  is  just  and  equi- 
table, except  in  the  division  of  the  public  funds  in  districts, 
where  funds  ought  to  be  divided,  one-half  on  the  attendance 
as  certified  on  the  schedules,  and  one-half  according  to  the 
number  of  chiklren  in  the  district.  This  would  encourage 
and  assist  school  districts  to  continue  school  more  than  the 
five  months  actual I\'  demanded  by  law. 

The  new  school  law  j)rovitles  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  township  high  sch(,)ols.  The  town  of 
Jefferson  organized  a  high  school  two  years  ago,  and  it  has 
been  so  successful  that  the  people  feel  that  the  advance  on 
their  propert)-.  in  consequence  of  this  school,  has  more 
than  paid  all  the  expense  of  the  school.      Ih'de  Park  and 
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Lake  have  also  established  high  schools.  I  most  earnestly 
urge  all  township  trustees  to  establish  such  a  school  vvhere- 
ever  it  is  practicable.  One-half  of  the  time  of  the  teacher 
is  given  to  a  few  advanced  scholars  in  a  district  school ; 
remove  these  to  a  township  high  school  and  the  advanced 
pupils  would  receive  better  instruction,  and  the  younger 
children  in  the  district  schools  would  receive  double  the 
attention  they  now  do. 

The  new  law  makes  it  the  imperative  duty  of  directors 
to  adopt  some  system  of  text-books,  and  insist  upon  uni- 
formity. It  still  further  provides  that  text-books  shall  not 
be  changed  oftener  than  once  in  four  years. 

It  has  frequently  happened  that  text-books  have  been 
changed  at  the  request  of  teachers  or  agents  when  there 
was  really  no  necessity  of  a  change.  Directors  should  be 
very  guarded  in  the  changes  they  make  in  text-books,  and 
try  and  secure  the  best. 

The  destruction  of  the  assessment  books,  in  the  great 
fire,  very  greatly  embarrassed  the  schools  of  the  county 
during  the  year.  The  directors  decided  that  they  would 
continue  the  schools,  and  in  accordance  with  a  provision  of 
the  state  law,  issued  district  orders  bearing  ten  per  cent, 
interest  to  pay  current  expenses.  Most  of  these  orders 
have  already  been  paid  from  the  taxes  of  1871.

INSTITUTES. 


Two  institutes  have  been  held  during  the  year.  The  first 
was  in  session  at  Oak  Park,  May  ist,  2d  and  3d,  1872. 
There  were  one  hundred  and  fifteen  teachers  present. 
Practical  exercises  in  the  methods  of  teaching  various 
branches  were  presented  by  some  of  the  teachers.  The 
papers  presented  on  "True  Disciph'ne,"  "The  Model 
Teacher,"  "  Language  Lessons,"  and  "  Necessity  of  Prep- 
aration for  the  Teacher's  Work,"  awakened  a  deep  interest. 
The  question  of  grading  the  village  schools  of  the  county 
was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  it  seemed  to  be  the  unani- 
mous sentiment  of  the  teachers  that  greater  efficiency  could 
be  secured,  a  deeper  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils 
awakened,  and  better  results  accomplished  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  graded  course  of  study. 

L^pon  the  passage  of  the  new  school  law,  I  asked  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Cook  County  to  make  an 
appropriation  of  $400  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  insti- 
tute which  would  enable  the  teachers  of  the  county  to 
prepare  themselves  upon  the  natural  sciences.  The  Board 
generously  made  the  appropriation,  and  the  institute  com- 
menced July  22d  and  closed  August  i6th,  1872.  There 
were  one  hundred  and  sixteen  names  enrolled.  Prof.  O. 
Marcy,  of  the  Northwestern  University  at  Evanston,  gave 
instruction  in  botany  and  zoology  ;  B.  L.  Dodge,  of  Pala- 
tine, taught  physiology  and  philosophy,  and  D.  S.  Went- 
worth,  of  the  Cook  County  Normal  School,  conducted  an 
exercise  each  day  on  the  methods  of  teaching. 

At  the  close  of  the  institutes  the  teachers  were  required 
to  pass  a  written  examination  on  botany,  zoology,  physi- 
ology and  philosophy.     Ninety-two  of  the  teachers  passed

a  satisfactory  examination,  and   received   certificates  under 
the  new  school  law. 

The  value  of  these  institutes  to  the  schools  of  the  county 
is  manifested  in  the  greater  earnestness  and  efficiency  of 
teachers,  and  in  the  better  methods  of  instruction  used. 
Teachers  who  do  not  attend  institutes  will  soon  find  them- 
selves crowded  out  of  the  schools  by  those  who  can  do 
better  work. 


THE  COOK  COUNTY  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


The  success  of  the  Cook  County  Normal  School  has 
exceeded  the  expectations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends. 
In  a  few  years  Cook  county  will  be  enabled  to  supply  her 
public  schools  with  efficient  and  trained  teachers.  Graduates 
of  the  school  have  been  so  successful  in  their  work  that 
the  demand  has  been  greater  than  the  supply,  and  ladies 
have  readily  found  employment  at  salaries  varying  from 
forty-five  to  sixty-five  dollars  per  month,  and  gentlemen 
from  sixty-five  to  ninety  dollars  per  month.  Four  classes 
have  graduated.  The  number  of  different  pupils  who 
have  belonged  to  the  school  since  its  organization  is  tJiree 
hundred  and  sixteen ;  of  these  eighty-six  have  completed 
the  prescribed  course  of  study  and  received  diplomas. 

The  number  enrolled  for  the  year  ending  July  ist,  1872, 
was  one  hundred  and  foriy-seven,  of  whom  only  tzventy-six 
were  gentlemen.  For  some  reason  there  are  only  a  few 
young  men  that  fit  themselves  for  the  work  of  teaching. 
Other  kinds  of  business  offer  such  inducements  that  young 
men  can  learn  a  business  and  at  the  same  time  can  earn 
enough  to  pay  their  expenses,  consequently  only  a  few 
prepare  themselves  for  the  profession  of  teaching. 

A  very  large  number  of  those  who  have  attended  the 
Normal  School  were  partly  or  wholly  dependent  upon 
their  own  resources. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  school,  at  the  present  time,  is 
suitable  and  sufficient  boarding  accommodation  for  the 
pupils.  If  a  commodious  boarding  house  could  be  erected, 
a  portion  of  the  twenty  acres  belonging  to  the  county 
could  be  sold  for  enough  to  pay  for  such  a  building. 
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CONDITIONS    OF  ADMISSION. 


Those  who  desire  to  enter  the  Normal  Department  should 
make  application  to  the  Principal,  at  Englevvood,  and  are 
required  : 

1st.  To  be,  if  males,  not  less  than  sixteen,  and  if  females, 
not  less  than  fifteen  years  of  age, 

2d.  To  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character. 

3d.  To  pass  an  examination  that  will  show  a  fair  profi- 
ciency in  the  subjects  of  Reading,  Orthography,  Abbrevia- 
tions, Grammar  (including  Etymology  and  Syntax),  Geog- 
raphy (so  much  of  descriptive,  local,  political  and  mathemat- 
ical as  is  usually  learned  in  a  well  taught  Grammar  school). 
Arithmetic,  including  simi)le  and  compound  numbers,  prop- 
erties of  numbers,  least  common  multiple,  greatest  common 
divisor,  fractions,  both  coniaioii  and  decimal,  and  the  sub- 
jects usuail)'  inchi.lcl  uiu'er  the  term  Percentage. 

4lh.  To  sign  a  declaration,  that  it  is  their  intention  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools,  and  give  Cook  County  the 
preference  in  all   offers  to  secure  their  services  as  teachers. 

5th.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  to  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment, without  examination.  1)\'  signing  a  declaration  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  enter  the  Normal  as  soon  as  quali- 
fied. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  there  will  be  a  thorough  c.xam- 
ation  of  the  Preparatory  Class  for  promotion  to  the  Normal 
Department,  and  all  who  have,  when  the  class  records  are 
averaged  with  examinations,  acquired  a  proper  percentage, 
ma\-,  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  and  the 
appro\-al  of  the  President  aiul  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  be  so  promoted. 

Pupils  nia\-  I)c  admitted  to  partial  course  in  either 
department. 
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EXPENSE. 


Tuition  to  residents  of  Cook  County  free  ;  for  non-resi- 
dents, is  at  the  rate  of  Thirty  Dollars  per  year. 

Board  can  be  obtained  in  good  families  at  from  three 
AND  ONE-HALF  TO  FIVE  DOLLARS  per  week.  The  expenses 
of  board  can  be  reduced  about  one-half  by  boarding  in 
clubs,  or  self-boarding.  Rooms  can  be  had  at  reasonable 
rates. 

There  is  a  boarding-house  connected  with  the  school, 
conducted  on  the  club  plan.  Everything  furnished  at  cost. 
Good  board  at  about  ^2.40  per  week.  Rent  of  room  from 
twenty-five  to  fifty  cents  per  week.  Washing  at  fifty  cents 
per  dozen.  Light  and  fuel  about  fifty  cents  in  winter. 
Laundry  furnished  free. 

The  culinary  department  of  the  boarding-house  is  fur- 
nished complete  ;  the  lodging-rooms  only  in  part.  Each 
boarder  is  expected  to  supply  himself  with  bedding,  carpets, 
towels  and  napkins.

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  circular  issued  by  D.  S.  Wentworth,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  County  Normal  School,  will  explain  the  work 
of  this  department: 

CIRCULAR. 

"The  Training  Department  was  established  in  order  tliat  there 
might  be  a  school  exhibiting  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  discipline, 
and  classification.  It  includes  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  grades. 
The  Normal  students  are  required,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  to  practice  in  this  department  from  five  to 
twenty  days  each  year  of  their  attendance  at  the  school,  under  the 
supervision  of  critic  teachers.  There  they  have  an  opportunity  to 
put  in  practice  the  principles  and  methods  which  they  have  previ- 
ously learned  by  observation  and  special  instruction  ;  also,  to  mani- 
fest such  degree  of  ability  to  teach  as  they  may  possess.  Before 
being  allowed  to  teach,  they  are  required  to  present  a  paper,  after 
observing  two  days,  with  reasons  written  in  full,  for  every  exercise 
required  of  the  children. 

If  the  pupil  in  training  has  acquired  but  a  superficial  idea  of  the 
work  to  be  accomplished  in  teaching,  it  will  be  manifest  in  his  work 
during  the  week  of  practice.  In  such  case,  his  errors  are  pointed  out 
to  him,  and  he  is  required  to  go  over  the  same  ground  again,  at  some 
future  time. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  pupil,  in  teaching,  manifests  an  apprecia- 
tion of  his  previous  instruction  in  principles  and  methods,  and  an 
ability  to  make  jiractieal  use  of  them,  he  is  not  required  to  teach 
again  in  the  same  grade. 

Criticisms,  both  favorable  and  unfavorable  (by  the  critic  teacher), 
are  daily  recorded  in  the  criticism  books,  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupil 
teacher,  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  interested. 

Each  pupil,  before  taking  charge  of  a  class,  is  required  to  spend 
two  days  in  observing  the  work  of  the  previous  teacher,  taking  full 
notes  of  the  work  done  in  the  room,  familiarizing  himself  as  much  as 
possil>le  with  pupils,  names  and  characteristics,  and  reviewing  the 
"  Criticism  Book,"  in  order  to  profit  as  much  as  possible  by  the  criti- 
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cLsms  of   his  predecessors.     We  are  thus  enabled   to  continue  the 
same  kind  of  work,  in  the  same  manner,  from  week  to  week. 

It  will  be  ob.served  from  the  course  of  study,  that  no  pu])il  is 
expected  to  enter  the  school  of  practice  until  the  second  term.  Dur- 
ing the  first  and  second  terms,  they  receive  special  instruction  in 
methods  of  teaching  and  mental  development,  and  in  their  practice 
they  are  expected  to  exhibit  the  benetits  derived  from  it.  This 
department  of  our  school  receives  special  attention,  and  we  confidently 
believe  that  the  district  schools  will  be  greatly  benefited  by  it,  beyond 
the  ordinary  academic  teaching."

EXAMINATION  OF  GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

In  February  last  the  principals  of  the  various  village 
schools  were  invited  to  meet  at  the  office  to  advise  with 
each  other  in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  holding  a  written 
examination  of  certain  classes  in  each  school.  A  compar- 
ison of  schools,  and  the  work  required  of  pupils  in  each 
showed  a  want  of  uniformity,  and  in  many  cases  the  entire 
absence  of  system  or  course  of  study.  The  Superintend- 
ent was  requested  by  nearK'  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  prin- 
cipals to  give  the  advanced  classes  in  the  schools  a  written 
examination.  In  March  the  following  circular  was  sent  to 
the  principals  :

Spelling  and  Pexmanship. 

Teachers  are  requested  to  give  such  previous  instruction  to  their 
pupils,  in  reference  to  the  heading  of  their  papers  on  the  day  of  the 
examination,  that  they  will  understand  how  to  proceed  immediately 
upon  the  distribution  of  the  questions.  Each  paper  will  be  required 
to  be  headed  with  the  name  of  the  pupil  and  age,  name  of  village,  and 
name  of  teacher.  Use  foolscap  paper,  and  leave  a  margin  at  the  left  of 
each  page,  writing  on  both  sides  of  each  half  sheet. 

Let  the  scholars  be  seated  separately,  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  seat 
two  pupils  at  the  same  desk,  they  should  be  of  different  classes.  All 
maps  must  be  removed  from  the  blackboards  and  walls  of  the  room.

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GRADED  COURSE. 


After  a  close  observation  of  the  schools  for  two  years,  I 
became  convinced  that  the  schools  could  be  made  more 
efficient  by  the  adoption  of  some  course  of  study.  Tha 
subject  was  submitted  to  the  teachers  at  the  institute  held  at 
Oak  Park,  in  May.  A  committee  consisting  of  D.  S. 
Wentworth,  W.  Wilkie,  B.  L.  Dodge,  Chas.  Raymond  and 
the  Superintendent  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  course  of 
study  for  the  village  schools,  Avhich  you  will  find  subjoined. 
In  presenting  this  course  of  study  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  all  the  schools  can  be  immediately  organized  in 
conformity  to  the  grades  herein  named.  This  work  is,  in 
a  measure,  an  experiment.  The  earnest,  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  every  principal  in  organizing  his  school  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  course  of  study,  will 
make  it  a  success.  There  are  doubtless  many  defects,  but 
after  using  it  one  year  we  shall  be  able  to  modify  it  so  as 
to  adapt  it  to  the  needs  of  our  schools.  The  teachers  are 
requested  to  report  during  the  year  any  changes  that  they 
may  deem  advisable.  No  originality  is  claimed  in  this 
work.  The  Courses  of  Study  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis 
and  Cook  County  Normal  Schools,  have  been  the  sources 
from  which  most  of  tliis  course  of  stud/  h  is  been  made 
up,  and  we  hereby  acknowledge  our  thanks.

Geography — Pupils  in  this  grade  should  be  taught  from  the  globe  and 
outline  maps.  They  should  learn  to  describe  the  natural  divisions  of  land 
and  water,  name  and  locate  the  grand  divisions  and  the  political  divisions 
of  North  America ;  be  able  to  draw  maps  of  the  school  grounds,  town, 
county  and  State.  May  use  a  primary  geography  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  grade. 

Writing — Write  with  pen  and  ink  in  copy  books.  Use  books  in  which 
the  proper  formation  of  the  small  letters  (singly  and  combined  in  words), 
can  be  taught.  Give  special  attention  to  the  position  of  tlie  pupils  and 
manner  of  holding  the  pen. 

Miscellaneous  Exercises — Conversation  lessons  on  familiar  objects 
continued.  Children  should  reproduce  the  work  of  each  lesson  on  paper, 
using  capitals  and  punctuation  marks  properly.  Structure  and  office  of 
roots,  leaves  and  stem.  Let  pupils  arrange  and  prepare  neatly  a  collection 
of  all  the  differently  shaped  leaves  they  can  find.  Lessons  on  animals.

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THE  NEW  SCHOOL  LAW. 


The  following  are  some  of  the  requirements  of  the  new 
school  law  : 


COUNTV    SUPERINTENDENTS 

must  divide  the  state  and  county  funds  to  township,  wholly 
on  the  basis  of  the  population  under  twenty-one.     (Sec.  i6.) 

Shall  grant  certificates  to  such  persons  as  may,  upon  due 
e.xaniinatiivi,  be  found  to  possess  the  qualifications  pre- 
scribed by  law,  said  examination  to  be  conducted  by  himself 
and  two  competent  and  discreet  persons  to  be  appointed  by 
the  county  board  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  election  of 
the  county  superintendent,  if  the  board  deem  such  appoint- 
ment expedient.     (Sec.  50.) 

May  remove  any  director  failing  to  perform  his  duties 
under  this  act,  after  having  given  written  notice.     (Sec.  76.) 

May  grant  provisional  certificates  to  those  who  do  not 
possess  the  qualifications  for  teaching  the  elements  of  the 
natural,  sciences,  physiology,  the  laws  of  health,  upon 
request  of  the  directors.  (Sec.  50.)  Teachers  who  apply 
for  provisional  certificates  will  be  required  to  meet  the  full 
dcjnand  of  the  law  in  the  other  branches.

a  township  for  school  purposes,  but  Avhen  an\'  fractional 
township  contains  less  than  forty  persons  under  twenty-one

Tlic  aniuial  clcctioii  of  school  cHrcctors  shall  be  OH 
the  first  Saturday  of  Aj)ril,  when  one  director  shall  be 
elected  in  each  district,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three 
years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected.  In  new  districts 
the  first  election  may  be  on  any  Saturday,  notice  being 
given  by  the  township  treasurer,  as  for  the  election  of  trus- 
tees, when  three  directors  shall  be  elected,  who  sliall,  at 
their  first  meeting,  draw  lots  for  their  respective  terms  of 
office,  for  one,  two  and  three  years.  When  \  acancies  occur, 
the   remaining  director   or  directors   shall,  without   delay.

so  reported  shall  be  determined  and  designated  by  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction.  At  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  director,  the  directors  shall  make  a  detailed  report  of 
their  receipts  and  expenditures  to  the  voters  there  present, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  township  treas- 
urer within  five  days  of  the  time  of  said  election.  They  abk"Vomui;inIi 
shall  also  report  the  number  and  names  of  persons  above 
the  age  of  twelve  years  and  under  twenty-one,  residing  in 
the  district,  who  are  unable  to  read  and  write,  and  the 
causes  of  the  neglect  to  educate  them.  Directors  are  author- 
ized to  use  any  funds  belonging  to  their  district,  and  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  book 
for  their  records,  and  the  said  records  shall  be  kept  in  a 
punctual,  orderly  and  reliable  manner.  They  may  also,  sat'e'riJrk"'"^" 
where  they  deem  the  amount  of  labor  done  sufficient  to  jus- 
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tify  it,  allow  out  of  such  funds  a  compcn.sation  to  said  clerk 
for  duties  actually  performed.  Within  ten  days  after  every 
election  of  directors  the  judges  shall  cause  the  poll  book  to 
be  delivered  to  the  township  treasurer,  with  a  certificate 
thereon  showing  the  election  of  said  directors  and  names  of 
the  persons  elected;  \\hich  poll  book  shall  be  filed  by  the 
township  treasurer,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  .said  election. 
For  failure  to  deliver  said  poll  book  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed, the  judges  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  as  is 
prescribed  in  section  thirty,  which  penalty  may  be  recov- 
ered in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  said  section,  and 
when  collected,  shall  be  added  to  the  district  funds.

OF  JUDGMENTS  AND  EXECUTIONS  AGAINST  BOARDS  OF  TRUSTEES 

OR  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS. 

§  49.  If  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  any  township  Paymentcom- 
board  of  trustees  or  school  directors,  the  party  entitled  to 
the  benefit  of  such  judgment  may  have  execution  therefor, 
as  follows,  to-wit :  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  in  which 
such  judgment  shall  be  obtained,  or  to  which  such  judgment 
shall  be  removed  by  transcript  or  appeal  from  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  other  court,  to  issue  thence  a  writ,  commanding 
the  directors,  trustees  and  treasurer  of  such  township  to 
cause  the  amount  thereof,  with  interest  and  costs,  to  be  paid 
to  the  party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  said  judgment,  out  of 
any  moneys  unappropriated,  of  said  township  or  district,  or 
if  there  be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first  moneys  appli- 
cable to  the  payment  of  the  kind  of  services  or  indebtedness 
for  which  such  judgment  shall  be  obtained,  which  shall  be 
received  for  the  use  of  such  township  or  district,  and  to 
enforce  obedience  to  such  writ  by  attachment,  or  by  mati- 
dainus,  require  such  board  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  payment 
of  said  judgment ;  and  all  legal  process,  as  well  as  writs  to 
enforce  payments  of  a  judgment,  shall  be  served  either  on 
the  president  or  clerk  of  the  board.
